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Mr. Sprigle's Expose’ 


The South has come to be as accus- 
tomed to “exposures” as to denunciation. 
Both have been heaped generously upon 
our region by spokesmen in other parts 
of the country. 


There has been established, in fact, a 
regular pattern for these so-called revela- 
tions which invariably bring gasps of 
shocked indignation in the East and 
North and West, which conveniently for- 
get their own ghettoes, Harlems, race 
riots and gangster killings long enough 
to hurl renewed epithets at the South. 


The pattern requires the observer to 
spend some time, anywhere from three 
days to a month, in a fast-moving tour 
of the states south of the Potomac. He 
thus becomes an expert on Southern af- 
fairs, race relations and economics and 
hurries forth to write his findings. The 
latter always emphasize the morbid and 
the cruel. Invariably an indictment is 
drawn—an indictment based for the most 
part on hearsay evidence and given 
strength. by liberal use of innuendo. 

Such, for instance, is the current “ex- 
_ pose” of the South now being published 
by a great many newspapers in other 
sections of the country. The articles were 
written by Ray Sprigle of the Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette, who spent a month travel- 
ing through the South disguised as a 
Negro. 

Sprigle’s tour was aided by the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. This Association made 


Potato Subsidy Vs. Slum 


The United States Municipal News, 
published by the National Conference of 
. Mayors, carries a front-page editorial la- 
menting Congress’ refusal to do anything 
about slum clearance. 

Captioned “17 Millions for Potatoes, 
Nothing for Slum Clearance”, it declares. 

“The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
announced this month that it had cost 
171 millions to maintain the parity price 
of potatoes during 1943-47—and further 
that the Government was now losing 
at the rate of $4,000,000 a week as the 
new ¢rop moves to the market, These 
are the figures for potatoes alone. 

“Yet the legislative proposal to make 
a start in clearing the slums of America’s 
great cities and making our country a 
better place in which to live—at a cost 
of 125 millions a year or a little over two 
millions a week—goes down the drain 
and out the window. 

“That is the story of the special ses- 
sion of Congress insofar as the cities are 
concerned—in which millions of our peo- 
ple now live. 
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Sprigle’s conclusions inevitable. They 
could just as easily have been written 
before he ever crossed the Mason-Dixon 
Line, for it was foregone that the writer 
would find in the South exactly what the 
NAACP wanted him to find. And noth- 
ing more. 

Sprigle falls into the habit of his 
predecessors in depending upon general- 
izations, half-truths, hearsay and _ in- 
nuendo. And his NAACP associates dur- 
ing the tour apparently supplied him 
with generous portions of them all. 

This is not to say, of course, that there 
is no element of truth in what Sprigle 
says. The same spark is there that has 
been in a hundred similar “exposures” 
during the past dozen years. But there 
is considerably less than can be found in 
the pages of any one of a score or more 
Southern dailies. 

oprigle’s bid for fame in this series 
consists of his method of going about his 
tour. He will be applauded widely in 


. other sections for his “courage” in dis- 


guising himself as a Negro in order to 
get what the NAACP would call the 
“facts.” Mr. Sprigle might better have 
disguised himself as a reporter, of course, 
by taking the tour under less partisan 
sponsorship. : 

Still, it was a good stunt. Regrettably, 
for Mr. Sprigle, the Al. G. Fields Minstrel 
no longer makes the rounds. Otherwise, 
he might have exploited his histrionic 
ability to the ultimate as an end-man on 
the burnt-cork circuit. 


Clearance 


“If, as a nation, we had spent 1/100th 
of the funds appropriated to take care of 
the potato, and pig, and cattle, and tobacco 
and other similar Federal programs of 
the past years—we would not have a sin- 
gle major urban slum or blighted area in 
the United States today. 


“The only conclusion to be drawn 
from the record to date is that the pigs 
and hogs in the rural areas are of far 
greater importance than the elimination 
of the cancerous slums and blighted areas 
of our metropolitan centers. 


“Recognition of the public responsi- 
bility to meet the slum problem is one of 
the crying needs of the hour. It is to be 
hoped that the next Congress will meet 
the challenge in an intelligent and forth- 
right manner.” 


In view of the fact that 6,000,000 fami- 
lies—a fourth of whom are those of vet- 
erans—are forced to live in slums, Con- 
gress’ refusal to do anything positive 
about slum clearance is indeed inex- 
plicable.

A Rebel 
From the 20s 


; A gentleman has mailed me an ancient clip- 
ping from the esteemed Vanderbilt University 
HUSTLER, which reports that in the Spring of 

1920 there was a demonstration at a Vanderbilt track meet in 
which Tom Sims, Ralph McGill, and other students appeared in 
overalls aS a protest against clothing prices. This was, says the 
article, the first appearance at Vanderbilt of protest which was 
sweeping American colleges and cities. “ 

This dismayed me a little. If I had taken part in a great protest 
movement it ought to be stamped indelibly on my memory. But, 
the truth is, I had quite forgotten it. The clipping brought it back 
vaguely, but even so the details remain blurred. 

I went back to the files and firid that sugar was 30 cents a 
pound in 1920 and that all over the nation there were “buyers’ 
strikes” against the high cost of living. Mark Sullivan, writing in 
Our Times, reports: 


1920 ing with a sense of gaiety. . . . Propaganda, spontaneous 
in origin and ingenuous in method, spread the movement. William 
G. McAdoo, former Secretary of the Treasury, son-in-law to Presi- 
dent Wilson, appeared on the streets and had his photograph taken 
with patches on his trousers. One facet of the buyers’ strike was 
a movement to substitute cotton overalls for men’s woolen suits. 
Beginning about April 1920, when the movement got its start in 
the South, newspaper readers everywhere were able to follow, 
day by day, the spread of the overalls movement northward and 
westward, its jump across the ocean to England, and its appear- 
ance not long afterward in Argentina. Overalls invaded the offices 
and homes of clerks, bankers, School teachers and they even 


penetrated the Capitol. .. .” 

It stirs me a little to recall that I was a part of this 
saddened great movement, but I am saddened that it left no 
impression. Indeed, I find myself in a critical mood toward my- 
self. I was doing odd jobs to stay in school at the time. One of 
them was taking the baseball detail over the telephone in the 
office of the Nashville Banner, for which I received something 
like $7 a week when the team was in town. I probably had genuine 
patches on my pants, and not publicity patches such as McAdoo 
wore. | am now very sore at the 1920 McGill for spending badly 
er money on overalls. He should have had more sense than 

at. 

I almost telephoned Mr. Sims, now the distinguished collabora- 
tor in the production of the comic strip “Pop Eye,” hibernating at 
Ohatchee, Ala., but I recalled in time that Mr. Sims, never a man 
to move a muscle unless goaded into it, refuses to have a tele- 
phone. You have to call his neighbors. He then sends his wife to 
the telephone to talk for him. I did not believe I could get any 
satisfaction out of Mr. Sims. 


The other afternoon I found myself a guest in 

Campus Shop a new “campus shop,” surrounded by a covey of 
beautiful and charming young ladies, racks of beautiful ties, socks 
of many hues, and, in the background, suits to suit the college taste. 
I felt a surge of- sophomore splrit. True, the young ladies ad- 
dressed me in respectful terms reserved for college deans and 
other stolid persons, but, nevertheless, I stood wistfully before a 
stack of beautiful three-color knitted ties. Kindness is a part of 
today’s young people, and the young ladies urged me on, saying 
that one of the ties would look good about my neck. My Associate, 
Mr. J. Tarver, with a ham sandwich from the refreshment table 
clutched in each hand, and employing that sweet, delicate and 
gentle humor for which he is justly so well known, and which is 
as kindly as a dash of acid in the face, called the attention of the 
young ladies to my waistline, my two chins, to my wrinkles and 
my age. Not only that, but he took me by the arm and said he 
would protect me from the ties. So, it came about that I left, 
wearing the old, dun-colored tie, the mark of the conservative man. 
That this should happen to a rebel who wore the overalls of pro- 
test in a great movement, including the son-in-law of Woodrow 
Wilson and the co-producer of Popeye in 1920, is somehow a little 


sad. 
Shocking Nevertheless, back in the office, it came upon me 
suddenly that my spirit was young. Here I have been 
noting that for more than a year now the young people have been 
wearing blue jeans, overall pants, and shabby old shirts. They, 
too, are rebels, and their overall pants are the garments of protest 
against the restrictions of custom. I am glad to see that the result 
is reflected in the new Fall fashions. Women, it seems, will have 
a new sort of slacks, fuller and shorter. Some, even, will end in 
gaiters, or spats, about the ankle. And even the Fall sports dresses 
will have hip pockets. 

It is good to see that we rebels of 1920 started something which 
has lived on even though I do share the belief of Mr. Paul Gallico, 
that “women in pants look like women in pants.” 

The next time I can shake Mr. Tarver I am going in and buy 
that tie. We rebels are made of tough fiber and do not easily 
accept defeat.

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Why Is Henry Wallace Coming South? 


WASHINGTON—Henry Wallace starts out on Aug. 29 for a 10-day campaign trip through the heart, 


of the South. He is planning to deliver a series of speeches all the way from Virginia to Louisiana 
in what promises to be perhaps the most extensive campaign tour of the Southern States ever 


undertaken by a presidential candidate. 


Just why Mr. Wallace decided on such an extensive South- 


ern tour is not clear on the surface. He is known to have fewer followers in the South than any 


other section of the country. 
It was the South that led the opposition to his 


renomination for Vice President at the Chicago 
Democratic Convention of 1944. Again it was the 
opposition of Southern members of the Senate 
that almost brought about the defeat of his con- 
firmation for Secretary of Commerce when he 
was named to the Cabinet at the beginning of the 
Roosevelt fourth term. 


Southern Democratic leaders have long 
been opposed to the liberal policies of the for- 
mer Iowa Republican. They would have no part 
of him when he was associated with the liberal 
ideas of the New Deal, and now that he is em- 
barked on a Third-Party enterprise with a 
Moscow flavor they will have even less. 


In carrying his campaign to the South Mr. 
Wallace could not possibly be guided by the 
thought that he stands to benefit by the strong 
Southern opposition to Mr. Truman on account 
of the President’s controversial civil-rights pro- 
gram. This is an issue on which the Third-Party 
candidate is even more outspoken than the Presi- 
dent. 

It is conceivable that some of the Southern 
States, aroused by the bitterness created by the 
civil-rights issue, might break away from their 
traditional Democratic moorings and vote for 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, the Republican nominee, 
next November. But it is inconceivable that they 
could vote for Wallace under any circumstances. 


All of the polls show that his candidacy will 
command less support there than anywhere else 
in the land. His brand of progressivism is simply 
anathema to Southern Democratic traditions. 

Beyond any hope of carrying any of these 
States, we must therefore look to other reasons 
for an explanation of Mr. Wallace’s strange con- 
duct in devoting a major part of his campaign 
effort to the South. 


The most obvious answer that comes to mind 
concerns the Negro vote. He is undoubtedly out 
to make a play for this support. Under recent 
Supreme Court decisions the bars have been 
thrown down to Negro voting in the South. Thou- 
sands and hundreds of thousands of colored 
voters are expected to go to the polls in Novem- 
ber down South, whereas only a limited number 
have sought the ballot heretofore. 


By capturing these voters, as he is out to do, 
Mr. Wallace can swell his total count in the No- 
vember election considerably. That seems to be 
ene of his primary objectives. As a practical man, 


he must realize that he has not a ghost of a 
chance to be elected. It would be surprising to see 
him carry a single State. But if he could pile up 
a big vote that would be some solace for his in- 
evitable defeat. 


._ Aside from this, the only other suggested 
explanation of his 10-day trip is to attract no- 
toriety for his campaign. He can count on this 
by his open invasion of the “White Supremacy” 
belt. It could very well be that he is hoping 
for some incident such as the one involving his 
running mate, Sen. Glenn Taylor, of Idaho, 
who landed on the front pages of all the papers 
of the country after running afoul of the segre- 
gation laws in Birmingham, Ala. 


The Wallace people realize the trip will be 
provocative and seem to be out to encourage fur- 
ther incidents of the kind. They insist that he will 
not speak at any meeting in the South where 
both races are not equally welcome.

The 
State Department man could only defend himself by defending the 
banker, and neither he nor the banker had any notion why the 
banker was suspect. It finally developed that the banker had lived 
briefly in Albuquerque, N. M., several] years before, and that an 
anonymous landlady had reported to the FBI that he kept Com- 
munist literature in the basement. On further inquiry it was es- 
tablished that the Communist literature consisted of accumulated 
copies of The New Republic which the banker had discarded. 

This sort of thing is making the loyalty program a pretty sour 
joke. Moreover, the case of the State Department man is typical 
in that in the great majority of cases of guilt by association, at 
least half the supposed associates are wholly unknown to the 
accused. 


Second, it seems obvious enough that an intellectual pro-Com- | 


munist, who accepts unhesitatingly the Communist dogma, should 
hold no sensitive position—this was the sort of individual who fig- 
ured conspicuously in the Canadian spy case. But, again, how far 
should this principle be carried? 

Here are a few verbatim quotes from recent loyalty hearings: 
“What type of books did your associates have—any on political 
or social economy?” “What kind of books, by title, did you pur- 
chase, what kind of literature?” ““How many copies of Howard Fast’s 
novels have you read?” “Do you read the newspaper PM?” “Have 
you a book by John Reed?” 

All Government employees know that such questions are asked 
in loyalty cases, and the assumption that any kind of intellectual 
or political curiosity provides grounds for suspicion is inevitable. 
If this country wants a Government service in which ignorance 
is at a premium, it will doubtless get what it deserves.

It is the FBI position that to allow those charges to confront 
their accusers might compromise FBI sources. This seems logical 
enough. It is also the FBI position that FBI agents should not be 
allowed to make estimates of the trustworthiness of their sources, 
and this, too, seems logical Yet surely loyalty boards which must 
decide cases certain to affect the whole future of Government 
employees should know the identity of the sources of their informa- 
tion. They should also, in case of necessity, be able to confront 


' and cross-question such sources in secret. 


Obviously there is no easy solution to the problem of national 
security. But a Government of drones and boneheads and toadies 
hardly contributes to national security.

WASHINGTON—The sad and Wivided state of political progressivism in the 


United States today needs no exhibit or proof. 
It appears most dramatically in the disintegration of the party 


the naked eye.

That was clear to anyone who watched the 
Eightieth Congress. There, time after time on 
major issues involving favors for big business 
and monopoly you watched conservative South- 
ern Democrats standing side by side with Re 
publicans to make an overwhelming majority. 
Only a corporal’s guard, largely Democrats but 
with a few stray Republicans, would stand up to 
say nay. The role of the latter was entirely nega- 
tive. They didn’t have enough votes or influences 
to start anything of their own in the general pub- 
lic interest. 


Outside there was Henry Wallace hopping 
off to start a new party only to get himself all 
entangled with Communists. Outside also was 
the somewhat forlorn group of one-time New 
Deal lieutenants who rejected any third-party 
notion, particularly with Henry Wallace, thus 
showing some political astuteness, but then 
joining up at the Democratic Convention with 
big city bosses and their Southern Democratic 
enemies in a futile and foolish attempt to re- 
place Harry Truman, 


All this running around at loose ends was due, 
of course, to just one thing, the loss of the leader 
who had held them together, thought for them, 
organized them, and told them what to do. He 
was their great strength when he was here, and 
his absence constituted their great weakness. 
They had let him do their thinking and their 
work for them. They had relied solely on him 
and, meanwhile, had neglected to build up an 
organization back to the grass roots which would 
not depend upon one man but could function on 
its own. 

Now, at last, the progressive forces seem to 
have waked up to the fact that Franklin D. Roose- 
velt is dead. They have waked up to something 
else, too, which is if you want something changed 
in this country, which means a law, then you've 
got to get a bill through Congress, and to do that 
you've got to have people in Congress who will

a President and party leader who is, by instinct in the progressive tradition, but 
etely helpless because he does not have a party which can function, unitedly, on any 


vote for it. Such as a housing bill, or an educa- 
tion bill, or a health bill, or an anti-inflation bill. 
Or, if the special interests want something that 
you don’t want, then you've got to have enough 
people in Congress to stop that. The Eightieth 
Congress was lesson enough in all that. Or, if you 
want to stir up the public about something, either 
for it or against it, then you need people in Con- 
gress who have the courage to rise up and speak 
about it, or start an investigation about it. 

So today we find the CIO and PAC, its Po- 
litical Action Committee, and the AFL and ADA, 
Americans for Democratic Action, the Anti-Com- 
munist Progressive Organization, getting down to 
brass tacks and organizing people to get out and 
vote next November on Congress. 


In their pamphlets they all point out that 
only 34,000,000 persons voted in 1946 when we 
got the Eightieth Congress, though 91,000,000 
were eligible to vote. They are working on the 
theory. which is sound, that there is plenty of 
progressivism in this country, if it will only get 
out and express itself. This year they believe 
there’s plenty of reason for it to express itself, 
and that is sound, too. 


This is the way the progressive movement 
can be built up» again—the slow way, the hard 
way. but the only way. 

This period is in many ways like that after 
World War I when a reaction set in that brought 
the same special favors for big special interests 
from congresses that did very little for ordinary 
people. But there was a nucleus of progressivism 
in Congress that slowly grew. It was able and 
effective at prying behind the scenes and finding 


out who got the money so that, when the inevi- 


table breakup came with the depression, it had 
educated the public to some of the facts of life, 
and the public was receptive to the necessary 
measures. 

The slow process seems to be beginning again, 
which is all to the good. It is about time.

The Old Lady Needs a Pat of Rouge 


On Aug. 3, George A. Sloan, Chairman of the Metropolitan Opera Association, announced that the 
Board had decided not to run the opera this year because of excessive union demands. He said the Met 
had lost $220,000 in 1947-8, and was afraid of an even larger deficit this season. 


On Aug. 6, I wrote Mr. Sloan and offered to 
operate the Metropolitan for one year and ‘per- 
sonally guarantee it against deficit, on condition 
that I be given a free hand and allowed to clean 
house. I said it was my belief that a bit of 
streamlining would find favor with lovers of 
good music, and that this could be done without 
tampering with what was fine in traditional 
grand opera. I concluded by saying that I saw no 
reason why an institution which had such general 
public acceptance couldn’t carry itself. 

On Aug. 10,.Mr. Sloan replied that he would 
bring my offer to the attention of the Board and 
would telephone within the next week or so to 
see if I could join him and several members for 
luncheon. The same day, the Met announced that 
negotiations between itself and the unions would 
be resumed, and that every effort would be made 
to reach an agreement. As I write this, it looks 
as if the unions and the Met are going to get to- 
gether, although no announcement regarding the 
coming season has been released. 


Since making my fools-rush-in offer, my 
desk has been piled high with newspaper clip- 
pings and letters from all over the country. 
Most of them favor my plan to dab a little 
rouge on the cheeks of the Old Lady of Thirty- 
ninth Street. Lawrence Tibbett, President of the 
American Guild of Musical Artists, issued 8 
statement that he was all for it because it 
promised consecutive employment for his mem- 
bers. Deems Taylor threw me a few posies and 
asked, “What has the Met got to lose?” A Mr. 
Marks Levine. however, dismissed my offer 
with a couple of weary wheezes. When I 
checked on the little centleman. I found he was 
a 20-percent agent who earned his crackers and 
caviar peddling artistes to the Opera House. 


As was to be expected, wags around the coun- 
trv had themselves quite a time speculating on 
what would happen if an old hoopla huckster 
became boss of the ariaways. They envisioned 
Pagliacci with breakaway suspenders, “Aida” with 
a herd of spangled elephants, and Madame But- 
terfly in a tank big enough to float the USS Mis- 
souri. And then there were the writers who asked 
the $64 question—“Why did Rose make such a 
proposition? Does he hanker to wear a fuzzy hat 
and a beaver collar? Or does he want to cast 
Eleanor as one of the Rhine maidens?” 

Let me tell vou my reasons for wanting to 
run the Metropolitan. 

The first is “kicks.” Five years ago, I pro- 
duced “Carmen Jones,” the all-Negro version of 
the Bizet opera with libretto and lyrics by Oscar 
Hammerstein, II. It played to a million people 
who had never set foot in an opera house before, 
ran for three years, and earned darn near as 
much as the Met loses in four. But even more 
important to me than the kopecks it made for 

apa was the personal pleasure I got out of my 
rst encounter with great music. Today, when I 
make eyes at the Met, it’s like a 16-year-old kid 


who has had his first kiss and wants to meet 
Hedy Lamarr. 

My second reason for wanting to tackle grand 
opera is the conviction that, if given an even 


‘break, it’s a cinch to break even. As far as I | 
know, it’s the only monopoly in the world that | 


doesn’t make money. 

The third reason, so help me, is that I’m dead 
stuck on the town I live in. The Met is one of 
the prettiest ribbons in M’lady Manhattan’s hair, 
and in my book, nobody has the right to yank 
that ribbon out—board of directors, labor unions, 
or the people who hold the lease. It’s as un. 
thinkable as boarding up the Museum of Art or 
the Forty-second Street Library. 

Naturally, I didn’t offer to guarantee the Met 
against loss without first doing a lot of thinking 
about it. And if you must know, this tHinking 
started half a dozen years ago when my wife and 
I discovered that certain operas gave us a bigger 
bang than the theater or movies. There was one 
season when Eleanor and I had our own hooks 
in the coatroom, and attended as regularly as the 
claque. 

But as my eyes and ears got into focus that 
season, I found myself getting madder and mad- 
der. Why, I kept asking myself, must I be bored 
with endless recitative which doesn’t advance the 
plot? How come somebody doesn’t call a re- 
hearsal and instruct certain of those hamfats in 
the ABC’s of stage deportment? Why, for $7.20 a 
ducat, must I put up with mouldy costumes and 
wigs that don’t fit, with unsightly piles of lumber 
masquerading as scenery, and with dancers who 
look like hangowers chasing each other? And -vhy 
doesn’t the Met buy itself a couple of front spot- 
lights so I can see the performers’ faces? In short, 
why doesn’t someone coax grand opera into the 
twentieth century? ... 

Your inevitable reaction to this tirade, of 
course, is, “Okay, wise guy, you’ve told us what's 
wrong with the Met. Now, how about telling us 
how to fix it? If you were in charge of the 


Opera, specifically what would you do to make | 


it more palatable and profitable? 


All right, gentle reader, I don’t blame 
you for firing those questions, but you'll have 
to let me answer them in my own way. And 
the only way I know to do it is to break the 
problem down into bits and tell you, step by 
step, what I would do about staging, labor rela- 
tions, budget, favoritism, kickbacks and larceny, 
developing new talent, secondary revenue, s0- 
ciety shenanigans, etc., etc. 


Let’s play house in the next few columns and 
imagine the Met has taken me up on my offer. 
It’s my first-day at work—I’m in the front office 


—and I’ve asked Edward Johnson to bring out | 


the ledger and let me take a look at the pay roll. 

Fasten your safety belts, ladies and gentle- 
men. In the next piece we're likely to run into a 
strong head wind.

Dewey Maintains Comfortable Lead 


PRINCETON, N. J.—Two important political events of the last month—the special session of Con- 


gress and the red spy investigations—seem to have had little effect on presidential voting sentiment. 


The Institute’s second second complete poll 
since the nominating conventions finds no change 


in the popularity of either President Truman or of 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, who holds a com- 
fortable lead in the race so far. As in July, 
about one voter in 10 remains undecided. 

The popularity of Henry A. Wallace, the 
Progressive Party candidate, shows a slight 
drop. The national standing of the States’ rights 
candidate, Gov. J. Strom Thurmond, is indi- 
cated for the first time in today’s poll—at two 
percent. His popularity in the South is of course 
much higher—14 percent, as reported on Friday. 

The following table shows the politica] score 
today as compared with early August and also 
with June, when a pre-convention “tria] heat” 
running the men who were later nominated 
Was conducted.

We are not predicting that one of our 13 entries will win 
the title now held by Skee Reigel, but there are at least three | 
and possibly four, from our sector who could turn the trick 
if they get the breaks.

These boys are only 24 vears old and both are ready for a 
long-drawn-out affair like the Amateur. Both are tournament- 
tough. The big name boys won't affect their games any. 
They have been up against the best and their own titles 
speak for their ability.

in last year’s Amateur at Pebble Beach. Tommy, a former South- 
ern and Southeastern champion, is one of the nation’s best com- 
petitors. He showed this in the sectional qualifying last Wednes- 
day at East Lake when he recovered from a dismal first round of 
76 by scoring a two-under-par 69 easily to make the grade. Tommy 
is slightly built, but he has what it takes to go the route.

Mrs. Fisher 
brought along her big basket 
filled with her friendship col- 
lection of buttons which in- 
cludes 125 of different ma- 
terials; those representative of 
23 countries, 23: States, 75 
cities and around 300 odd 
ones. 


Mrs. Fisher heard a radio 
program about nine years ago 
about a woman who collected 
buttons. The next day Mrs. 
Fisher bought six. From then on 
her friends did the rest. But- 
tons began coming in from the 
Fishers legion of friends through- 
out the country where they have 
lived while Rev. Fisher 
preached the gospel of the Bap- 
tist Church. 

One of the latest added to her 
collection is one given her by 
Mrs. Charles Odell DuVall, of 
Decatur, who sent her one from 
the stiff-bosom shirt of William 
Jennings Bryan, who was her 
father’s first cousin. Then there 
is an old metal one worn by the 
descendants of Sir Francis 
Drake; a crested silver one over 
100 years old, worn by Sir 
Thomas Knightly in England;

There 
are such styles as cat’s eye, 
calico, pie crust, ring around, 
cameo, filigree and velvet, the 
latter known as perfume but- 
tons, achieved a scene or pat- 
tern in velvet upon which mi- 
lady dabbed her perfume.
